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Mexico and its Ever-Changing Rulers.

Mosico 1s the political riddle of the world.

Qutside Governments now confess that they
have tailed as complotaly in their dealings with
it during the last five years as the Mexioans
themselves had failed during the previsus torty.
As formerly, faction ceaselessly fought faction,
Preafdent struggled with usurper, military chiefs
with each other, the army with the people, the
Church with the Liborals, and anarchy domi-
nated all—so, latterly, the disjointed Tripartite
Intervention gave place to the resistless French
usurpation, which now voluntarily gives way to
the dublous dynasty of Moaxiwilian, which will
be followed i wurn by—no political prophet ean
Jell what; but we know that acarchy is sl
all but alldominant, There is mno doubt
whatever that the Emperor Napolecon has
given up a project which he is sald to have
once prononnced the “most important of his
reign,” as much because he bas digvovered the
Iutringic hopelessnese of its anccess as beonuse
of the vigorous protests of the Government ol
the United States, He has gained absolntely
nothing u8 a reworn for his costly Mexienn
experiment. Instead of yielding surplus reve-
nues, Mexico has been sinking deeper in his
debt, Instead of the enormous returns that
were expeeled from the selentiio working of the
gold and silver mines, there bas been noadvance
apon the old systom, or ma the returas of othier
times, Instead of furnishing fields tor Freonch
enterprise, it has furnished only graves for
French soldiers and adventurers. [nstead of
roving the opening that was aoticipatod for
rench commerce and trade, its finite in

that dircction have been so limited that,
10 make even w respectable show. the
statistics bhad 1o be megnited by addine

to those that were legitimate the provisions
and material s=ent from France to supply
the French army ol occupation. Napoleon has
not obtained the cession of Mexican territory
which he coveted, nor, in short, has he obtained
any of the material advantages which were the
muin object that induced him to undertike the
intervention, In respects other than materinl,
he has been no more fortunate, He hns done
nothing to advance the “Latin race." and has
yut mo barrer in the way of American destiny.
de his ot succceded in establishing political
order, or in fonmding n strong and stable Gov-
ernment, or even in obtamiog s friendly ally un
this side of the =ea; and «hen his soldiers and
his fae disappenr irom  Mexloo, he will receive
with them mneither *‘glory” nor gold, and they
will leave behind them nanghit thay coatains
even a gleam of hope for the future,

The imends of Masimilisn claim that he will
not leave Mexico becapse of s desertion by
the French asmy. That army brounght Lim to
Mexico, and has sustained him there uatil now.
But it is claimed that his power 1s so well
consolidated that he can sustain it wilhoaot
difficulty; or, Ii not whout difficnlty, at least
against 11,  We sec nothing like evidence of
this. Where is this sirength, sond in what
does it consist? Does it not reside in Ine
finances, or iu hie army, or in the artachment
of the people? Throngh either of these may
a Government be strong. Bul finunecialiy the
Mexican Empire is on the verge of bankruptey.
There is not means in the treasury to supply
the most pressing wants of the Govero-
ment, and the monthly expenditures ex
ceed by millions the monthly returns, On
frequent oceasions, recentiy, they have been
in the grentest straits to raise spws such ns
could be raised from a hundred private for-
tunes in this eity, and have had to resort to
expedients partukieg of those resorted to bv
both the highwayman and the beggar., As
regards the army, Maximilian has some ten

thousand native Mexican troops In bis ser-
wvice, besides the lorewen mercenaries who
may have been recruited, But ecan he

confidently rely upon either the Mexicans or
the mercensries 7 How can either of them
have any trustworthy devotion to a master of
bis antecedents ! Touvre are no more personl
than there are hereditary attachments in this
cnse, and we would nct give & nlekel for all
there is of either. Let his Mexican troops
get fired by some means with the old ccy of
“tiod and Liberty,” and let ii operate with
their fieree hate of the *‘foreigner” in all
shapes and positions, apd they would turn on
him in & style snch as only Mexico ean illus-
trate. As jor the forelen mercenaries in his ser-
vice, from Austrin and Belgium, they are becym-
ing g0 enervated by the climate, and so demoral.
ized by their sunoundings and by the conditions
ol theiwr serviee, that they mus#t soon be alto.
other worthless ns soldiers or detenders of
xiuilian’s erown. And concerning the
attachment ol the population of Mexico to
Maximilian snd hi: Government—which, after
all, would be the =urest and best support of his
crown—we hear of it in official documents now
and then; bot if its extent may be judged by
their practical dealings with him in these rela-
tiona in which they have the hest opportunities
of showing i1, it i1s even less worth taking into
account than either ol the other fruil supports
we have mentioned.

As for the future of Mexico, we confess the
question 1o be an embarrassing one, All at-
tempts to mamtain civil order and political
coheranoe by the nutive population have fuled,
The attempts of the most powertul of for-
eign nations to  introduoes  fixed govern
mental institations on an Old World basiz huve
been utter llures, And it is sot presumption
to prediot Hke fallure from the hybrid so-called
Government which hepeeforth finds s centre
in Muximilinn, We believe, however, there are
more ¢lements of hope for Mexico in the aseend-
ancy of the Liberal party, of which Juarez {s
the able head, thun can be dizcovered anywhepe

We make no general ob-
jections to this volume, which, in the hesitancy
of the Government, and the mystery of the pub-
Iie mind, supplics o lynt townrds a solution by
giving what purportf to be the prisoner’s veri-
table history for the past yeur., What Is M,
Davis' own state of belvg 18 a malter of some
importance while the guestion is before us,
What to do with him,

We camnot think, while there exists, inside

nited Siates, the public can be long of opinion
that the bu':‘l use we can make or “‘Stale Pri-
soner Davis" 18 to keep him indeffoitely in For
tress Monroe, The whols forec of the pled in
Mr, Davis' behall only emphasizes the domantd
made repeatedly by the prisoner himself, that
Le be at once tried, convicled op nequibtted, or
released on bail or parole, like his collengues
im prison, The writer Is Colonel Ceaven, whose
mertlorious service 6= 8 wurgeon inthe Unlon
arwy renders his loyulty and timmanity ahove
susplolon,

We have little here to do with the grester
purt of Mr. Davis' opinions, which yange from
war and Stute righty to treason and rattiesnakes,
It concerns us more to know the actual state of
the ﬂrimuzr as affecting the question between
North and Sounth, and ﬁln rlgnt to o trial, or a
release; for the nation csonot deslgn that either

the law of the land or Jefferson Davie shull
wantonly suffer,

On the 10th of May last year, Jefferson Davis
and his colleagues subsequently paroled were
consigned to Fortress Monroe. Iile took his
captivity bitterty, and on the 204 reaistod, with
bodily energy and fierceness of spirit, thg men
who shuckled him. O1d disorders, ageravated
lrfconnnement, made him feveriah and lrrita.
ble. His face was emaciated, and his head
troubled with a neuralgia which had destroyed
his rght eye and tended to impair tie remain-
ing one. The light in his casemate, and the
tread of the sencinel, made lim slesploss,
Being ton weak to suppoit bis irons, they were
taken off five days aiter they were put on, He
wns sensitive to the damoness and onwhole-
somo air of his celi (though offlcers ana ther
tumilies had dwels in the same unaealthy cise-
mate), in prool of which monld had gathered
on his shoes, He reforred often to the severity
ol hig treatment, thourh it does not appear that
Lfs tood was bad—nlbeit kn'fe ana fork were
denied him—or that ne was subjected to other
rigors than those which ordinary prsoners
undergo,

Ho complained that bis lettors to hila wif= and l

family had to pass the sorutiny of the Military
Commandant and the Attornes-Genaral. In
June, he was permitted to walk on the pamparis |
for an hour each day; but he was al firat so |
weak that he returned Lo his cell ac the end of o
balt bour, On the 20tk of Aurust, he is ro.
ported suffering from erysipelas aond s core
buncle, with sttendant tever., Shortly after
wards, he was conducted to more comlortable |
guartere, gelected by his physician. Though he
still complained of deterioraring health, we heat
gradoally Jeas of him, In thie respect, up to
November, since which time, we muy observe,
his prigon resiraints bave been gradoally re-
laxed, so thal he has the rensonavle liberty of
the fort, and can see his tfiends. One of the
prisoner's most plavsitile complaints is thal,
while numbers of those who ureed nt the
beginning thut the black flag should be hoisted
huve been Frm'lwnllv.‘ pardoned, he, who had
onposed nll desperate measures, 18 the victim of
indignily out of proportion.

With 5ir. Davis' reported opinions on our proe-
sent politios we have nothing to do. Dut we
remark thet he scouts the charge of assassinn.
tion, and, whatever may bave been his former
feclings, speaks with onmistakeble respeot of
the martyred Lincoln, His defense [rom the
charge of treason is the palladium of ail other
Rebels—the States Rights douvtrine of war and
“‘reconstruction.” More thao onee, he indulges |
the common Southern sucer at “Yankees" "New |
Englunders,” and “Massachusetts,” while sharing |
the narrow notion thet the North—whose mug.
pimity since and during the war is confessally
something remarkable in oimlization—is Little |
better than “a money-making people.” 0w of
tliis poor prisoner, with Lis casomated proju.

tegarding his trinl we guote Mr. Davis' own
words, Alter spenking ol States Rizhts he says:
“pat it as 1 suppose, the purpode bo to test the
question ol secession by o jadweal deglsion, why
begin by oupressineg the ohiel subjsot of the expori-
ment? Why, in the pame ol fiurness and a decont
respeet for mankind, deprive hum ot tho means for
the opinions of mackin g deprive him ol tno means
peevful to o proparation o1 his aefense, nnd load
bom wath andignities thue wnst deprive his mind ol
its due equilibrivm? Itill comports with the die. |
ity ©F o wieats nanon o evimes fear of viving toa
ginglo eaphive chomy a:l the advaninges vossible lor
Al expoution of lus sde of the gueition, A ques-
tion sottied by violencs or in cdisrogard of law muat
relnnin unsottled forever,”

On the question of the Andersonville crime, he
nolds that to muke him 1esponsible tor this was
“worse thap absurd—criminally false,” *“*For the
lnsi two yenrs of the war, Lee's ariny had never
more than ball, and was ofteher on guirter
raticns ol rusy bacon and corn.” He also be- |
lteves that Commissary-General Northroo and
General Winder did the best they could; that
the prisoners were ordered toreceive *'preciscly |
the same rations given (o the troops guarding
them; but dishonest commisgsaries and provost
marshals were not confined to cny people,' Of
this explanntion of a erime which caused the
death o prisoners by tens ol thousands, the
most charitible thing we chn say ut present is
that it Is too short ro be sarisfuctory.

From the whole revelntion given to us of the
prisoner at Fortress Monroe, we conelude that,
#5 vesting under the welght ot stupendons
charges, his tresiment, evea to the placing of
shackles upon him, wns Dot extraocrdinary.
Nor does it appear that s foud and accommo-
duizone have heen worse than what milder State
prisoners have experienced in comlortable quaz- |
tera during the war. His complaints have been
heaird through his physiclan, and the rgors ol
his confinement have been arudunlly lessened,
But there are two indubitable rets which zive
weight to the plea in leaving—firsi, that AMr.
Dovis is a whromeally ill and perhaps dying
mnn; and, second, that he hoad a right to a falr
und specdy trial,

Judging these fucts, we concelve it to be alto-
gether just and ressonuble that his counsel so
earnestly ask his release on bail. I bhe is to be
punighed, it i evident that no punishmont ein
be geverer to bim than imprisonment, e moay
dessrve the miseries ol Andersonville, and the
lest penalty of tresson. Let that be rled nod
proved, For the infirm and compirining man,
who hes the eare of & symputheiic doctor ana
the libersy of a castle, who reads the mazuzines
and papers, who can bave a book published
trom the prison-walls to plead lor him, whose
fate on the whole is not 8o bad as that of tLe
poor Rebel spy or common soldier nis evil
genins directed to sluughter, and who s too
feeble bo be sufliciently heroie to enduare a venr
in prison—for this man we can hisve no pro-
found sympathy, But this man who has been
swaiting trial =since last May 1 the representa- |
tive of six millions ot people. What shall we
do with him ? and what, it we keep him i pro-
tracted punishment, shall we do witl. the people
hie réepresents ?

The Republican Parsty and its Imperial
Game of Heconstiuction.
From the Herald,

That shrewd old polltical camoaigner, Thad-
deuns Stevens, said the other day, in the House, |
in accepting his Constitutional amendment a8 |
razeed and reconstructed by the Senate,
that he was construined to take it as the
best thiong hecould get, It was unsatisfnctory:
it was too much a composition of mils and
wiater for his tasie; but be hoped for some-
thiug better in the way of enabling acts
defining the precise rerms upon which the ex-

eluded States will be readmitted into Congress,

What be meaus by “enabling acs" is pretty
broadly expressed 1n his enabling bill, proposad
tlic spme morning {n reference to Tenncssve, In
conslderation of what the State has done in the
way ol reconstroction Mr. Sievens proposes to
admit for the time being ner members elect o
Ugnerese; *‘provided thol uniess the sald State
of Tepueesee shall, before the 1st day of Janu.
ary next, either by legislution or constitutional
provision, enfranchise all ¢clusses of her citizens
and extend the right ol sutirage impartially to
every class, and shall give w0 every person
within ber {urwthclian an equal siending o her
courts of law and equity, both as sultors and
witnesses, und shall radlty the amendment to
sthe Coustitution, article fourteen, proposed by
this Congress, theu the provisions of this act, so
far u: they reiateto the Siale of Teanesiee ex-
clusively, shall cease and beecome null and void
and the said Stato shall no longer be representmi
i Congress,''

T'his 18 \he ordeal of rezonstruction through
which the excluded Bouthern States, each lor
tteelf, will be required to pass before they can
reach the reward of restoration. The Oonstitu-
tional amendment adopted covers u few broaa
snd genersl principles; but in these *‘epabling
aots” the Staes concerned wiil have the precise
conditions upon which thev will be readmitted
into the two Houses of Congress. They will
have to begin agaln at the beginning of recon-
gtruction; they will have to ratify this aforesaid
Constitotional amendment; they will have to
remwodel thelr State Constitutions, revise their
local lawe and put thew In foree accordingly
befere they can be pronounced as purged of
their sins of rebelllon and washed clean enough
to sit opee more at the communion table of the
faithiul.

The guestion then recurs, how long, npon o

| roasonable estimate, will it take the siates con-

corned to pass thronah all these processes of
penance sud puriiostion® Consldering the time
and trouble requirea of President Johnson in his
comparatively ensy-to-take preseriptions of re-
conetruction, we think it extremely doubtiful
whether even Teninessee will ba able to toush
botlom thie side our next Presidential election,
The game of the Republican party in Congross
is admirably contrived to secure them in their
ascendanoy in the Northern States and to ex.
olude the goulhcrn Btates involved In the Iate
Rebellion from any volee in tho Fedoral elections
